Citrus, Too, 


Wants No 


Smudge! 


The problem of ‘abating the 
smudge nuisance is not one of be- 
ing merely opposed to smudge, 
was the opinion of Harry B. Har- 
low, manager of the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit Exchange. 

Harlow said, in an interview, 
that the whole question is one of 
technical-and mechanical difficul- 
ties. 

“The citrus growers are just as 
much if not more opposed to the 
smudge nuisance a3 the rest of 
the cities involved,’ he explained. 

“However, if anyone says that 
wing machines are the answer 
they will find experience ' proves 
them wrong. So far as can be de- 
termined at the present time, the 
wind machines are fine as long 
as the frost is relatively light. In 
heavy icing conditions, and in very 
low temperatures, they do not ap- 
pear to be proving out. 

Harlow estimated that from 60 
to 65 pereent of growers were cur- 
rently using the old fashioned type 
of heaters. He also pointed to the 
factor of price in replacing oi- 
with wind machines. 

“Perhaps one solution could be 
found where wind machines would 
be used together with a smaller 
quantity of the oil-heaters,” he 
asserted. 

“If everyone got ‘together in this 
area and talked it over, it is quite 
possible the wind machines could 
be improved and produced in suf- 
ficient quantity to make possible 
a reduction in price.” 

Harlow, who has been co-owner 
of a citrus grove, indicated that 
he believed the problem to be 
a “mutual problem,” and one which 
required the cooperation of the 
entire community. 

He also pointed out another fac- 
tor in utilizing the newer type of 
heaters. 

“The. fact is,%* ne 
“that heaters should be 
out every so often, 
does not permit the 
get that done.”
